Tehama General Hospital will 


have lost nearly $150,000 at the 
end of this fiscal year if the 
trend established during the 
first third of this year continues. 


That loss — almost twice the 


$80,000 lost during 1969-70 — will 
be partially reimbursed to the 
hospital from local, state and 
federal tax monies. The amount 
of 
reimbursement 
varies 


depending on who you talk to. 


An unofficial balance sheet for 


the hospital shows Tehama 
General lost $11,480 in July, 
$14,690 in August, $13,100 in 
September, and $7,318 in Oc- 
tober. The November statement 


is not yet available and no 
estimates have been released. 


The cost of operation during 


that same period was $181,366 
not 
including 
$4,412 


depreciation. 
Revenue 


producing operations during

theoretically produced some 
$139,190. Some of that, however, 
may never be collected. 


The difference between that 


revenue 
and

operation is $42,176 — the net 
loss to the hospital 
before 


depreciation during the period 
June 30 through October 31. 


The net loss shown, however, 


is misleading.

Those operating costs may 


have been stated conservatively 
high. According to the hospital's 
accountant, Jim Blackwood, the 
financial statements back to 
July l will be revised soon 
because the operating costs may 
not have been as high as the 
statements reflect.

FREE GIFT WRAPPING

This column recently listed 


some of the questions most 
frequently asked by girls who 
are just beginning to date. 
Inexperienced girls are not the 
only ones, however, who get 
shook up over early dating 
experiences. 
Some boys who 


are just starting to date are 
plenty jittery about the things 
they are supposed to do or not do 
on dates. 


It is not that the boys are so 


concerned about how to hold a 
girl's coat for her or which fork 
to use to eat a salad. No boy 
wants to blunder on his man- 
ners, of course, and appear like 
a clumsy goof-up but what really 
concerns he-man boys, with 
little dating experience, is how 
to make a terrific impression on 
the girls they date. The endless 
variety of dating questions I 
receive from boys can, for the 
most part, be condensed into one 
basic problem: 
How do you 


treat girls on a date so they will 
think you are a smooth dating 
partner? 


To become a smooth date a 


boy has to learn the inside 
secrets about dating firls. 
Questions need answering and 
boys find some of their questions 
are not easy to ask someone face 
to face. So they write to this 
column for do-it-yourself hints 
on how to understand girls and 
be a better date. The following 
questions from boys are only a 
small portion of the total, but 
these are 
questions 
boys 


frequently ask. 


BOY'S QUESTIONS ABOUT 


DATING 


Q. Why do girls have to be 


asked so far in advance for a 
date? 


A. 
Girls generally have to 


make lengthy, time-consuming 
preparations for a date of any 
importance. Boys can be ready 
to go in an hour or less; with a 
shave, shower and some clean 
clothing. Girls sometimes need 
days to get ready; with beauty 
shop appointments frr hairdos, 
a special dress to fix up and a 
hundred 
and 
one 
other 


preparations a girl likes to make 
so she will look her best for her 
date. For a formal dance a girl 
should have at least two weeks 
notice and for a regular school 
dance she will appreciate an 
invititation at least a few days in 
advance. 


If it is a formal party and the 


boy is to supply a corsage for the 
girl, he should ask her several 
days ahead of time what color 
dress she will wear. When you 
tell the florist the color of the 
dress, he can suggest the correct 
corsage to go with it. 


Q. What's the best way to ask 


a girl you don't know very well 
for a date? 


A. Phone her or talk to her in 


person. Don't be vague and say 
something like, "Are you going 
to be free Saturday night?" or 
"What are you doing Saturday 
night?" 
Instead, tell her im- 


mediately what you have in 
mind for a date, such as, "Mary 
M. is having a party at her house 
Saturday night, and boys are 
supposed to invite their own 
dates. I would like to have you 
go with me, if you can?" 


For a different occasion you 


might say, "That movie (name

it) is at the (name it) theater 
Saturday night. If you are free I 
would like to have you go with 
me!" 


When the boy names the night 


and the activity the girl has a 
better usance to make up her 
mind about making the date; 
her decision based not only on 
the boy's attractiveness but on 
whether or not she likes the kind 
of activity he has planned. A 
girl might jump at the chance to 
go to a party or movie but shy 
away from an evening of 
bowling or carpet golf because 
she feels awkward at both of 
these games. Before most girls 
say yes or no they like to know 
what's on the schedule. 


Q. When a boy phones a girl 


for a date, does he or she end the 
conversation first? 


A. The person who made the 


call is supposed to be the one to 
end it. 


Q. If a girl is ready and 


waiting, can she come out when 
the boy drives up or should she 
wait for him to come to the 
door? 


A. He should go to the door, as 


a matter of courtesy to the girl 
and to talk briefly with her 
parents if the parents wish to see 
him. 


Q. When a boy has a curfew to 


meet but the girl or her parents 
do not mention a curfew for her, 
what should he do? 


A. If the boy is planning the 


schedule for the evening, he 
doesn't have to mention a 
curfew. Just plan the schedule 
to take the girl home in time to 
observe his curfew- hour. If it is 
a party of something similar 
which won't be finished when 
the boy has to leave, he should 
tell the girl early in the evening 
that he is supposed to "check in" 
at home at a certain time, and 
they will have to leave the party 
in time to meet his curfew. 


This may be a little awkward 


for the boy, but there is no way 
to get around curfews, not if he 
wants to get out again. 


Q. What do you talk about on a 


date when you don't know the 
girl very well? 


A. Any special, newsworthy 


happenings, with which the girl 
may be somewhat familiar, will 
help to start a conversation. 
Events at school or in the neigh- 


borhood will do. For first dates, 
it is always easier to take the 
girl to some place where you 
won't be required to keep up a 
running 
conversation 
all 


evening. 
Take her to the 


movies, bowling or a school 
game. This way both have an 
opportunity to get acquainted 
with only a minimum of face to 
face conversation. 


Q. What does the boy say when 


he leaves a girl at her home 
after a first date? 


A. 
The best thing to do is 


thank her, let the girl know you 
sincerely enjoyed her company 
and would like to go out with her 
again if that is the case. If not, 
just thank her politely for her 
company and check out without 
any mention of the future.

This column recently listed 
som e of the questions 
m ost 
frequently asked by girls who 
a re just beginning to date.

The endless 
variety of dating questions I 
receive from boys can, for the 
m ost part, be condensed into one 
basic problem : 
How do you 
treat girls on a date so they will 
think you are a sm ooth dating 
partner? 
To become a sm ooth date a 
boy has to learn the inside 
secrets about dating 
firls. 
Questions need answ ering and 
boys find som e of their questions 
a re not easy to ask someone face 
to face. 
So they w rite to this 
column for do-it-yourself hints 
on how to understand girls and 
be a better date.

Instead, tell her im ­

F or a different occasion you 
m ight say, “ T hat movie (nam e 
iem~ 


it) is at the (nam e it) theater 
S aturday night. If you are free I 
would like to have you go w ith 
m e!” 
When the boy nam es the night 
and the activity the girl has a 
better chance to m ake up her 
mind about m aking the date; 
her decision based not only on 
the boy’s attractiveness but on 
w hether cr not she likes the kind 
of activity he has planned.

girl m ight jum p a t the chance to 
go to a party or movie but shy 
aw ay fro m 
an 
ev en in g 
of 
bowling or carp et golf because 
she feels aw kw ard a t both of 
these gam es. Before m ost girls 
say yes or no they like to know 
w hat’s on the schedule. 
Q. When a boy phones a girl 
for a date, does he or she end the 
conversation first? 
A. The person who m ade the 
call is supposed to be the one to 
end it. 


Q. If a girl is ready and 
w aiting, can she com e out when 
the boy drives up or should she 
w ait for him to com e to the 
door? 
A. He should go to the door, as 
a m atter of courtesy to the girl 
and to talk briefly with her 
parents if the parents wish to see 
him 


Q. When a boy has a curfew to 
m eet but the girl or her parents 
do not m ention a curfew for her, 
w hat should he do? 
A. If the boy is planning the 
schedule for the evening, he 
d o esn ’t h av e to m en tio n a 
curfew. Ju st plan the schedule 
to take the girl hom e in tim e to 
observe his curfew hour.

It's moist 
and spicy, with candied fruit, 
raisins, currants, and ground 
almonds. The cake will store for 
weeks if the frosting

decorations are added just 
before serving. 
1 cup light raisins 
1 cup currants 
2 cups finely chopped mixed 


candied fruit 


l/2 cup dark raisins 
1 cup unsifted all-purpose

1/2 teaspoon baking powder 
V4 teaspoons salt 
2 eggs 
V2 cup ground almonds 
3 tablespoons brandy or sherry 
3 tablespoons currant jelly 


Mix light raisins, currants, 


candied fruit and dark raisins 
with 1/4 cup flour. Cream butter 
with brown sugar, baking 
powder and salt. Beat in eggs, 
one at a time.

mismanaging the state's Medi- 
Cal program of health care for 
the poor and of deliberately 
misleading the state legislature 
on the fiscal needs of the 
program.

than useless" financial reports. 


Brian denied the charge

increase on Medi-Cal rolls.

In 15 cities there are both local 
and state sales taxes. Combined 
rates of 6 per cent are in effect in 
New York, Philadelphia, New 
Orleans, Denver and P itt­ 
sburgh. 


The comparative study by the 
District of Columbia govern­ 
ment determined the average 
bill for such things as income, 
property, sales taxes was 8.8 per 
cent at $10,000. 


In nine cities the tax burden 
was progressive: 
The more 
money made,the more money 
paid. There is an income tax 
obligation in these cities.

Francisco 49ers, after winning 
their first championship in their 
first quarter century, showed 
more exhaustion and 
con­ 
templation than jubilation. 
“When you have to win three 
in a row, and you do it, then you 
have to sit down and think about 
it a while,” 
explained 
Jim 
Johnson, one of the defensive 
stars in Sunday’s 38-7 triumph 
over the Oakland Raiders. 
The 49ers, 10-3-1, edged the 
Los Angeles Rams, 9-4-1, for the 
Western Division title in the 
National Football Conference 
and play at Minnesota next 
Sunday in the first round of the 
National Football League play­ 
offs. 
The Raiders, 8-4-2, will face 
the Miami Dolphins here in 
another playoff opener. 
The 49ers, born 25 seasons ago 
in the old All-America Con­ 
ference, won Sunday with a 
nearly errorless performance in 
a steady rain at the Oakland 
Coliseum. 
Coach Dick Nolan of the 49ers 


looked at the final statistics — 
nine turnovers for Oakland and 
none for the 49ers — and said, 
“Amazing.” 
The 49ers came from behind in 
their division race with victories 
over Atlanta, New Orleans and 
Oakland in the closing weeks. 
They could meet the crossbay 
rival Raiders at Miami’s Orange 
Bowl January 17 in the Super 
Bowl since Oakland wrapped up 
the Western Division of the 
American Football Conference a 
week ago.

Sfate Finances In Big Mess 


(FKOM THE REDDING KECORD-SEARCHLIGHT) 


Gov. Ronald Reagan's chickens have come home to roost. The 


state is revealed to be in a financial crisis, and the governor's own 
policies played a big part in bringing it about. 


For four years the governor fought against income tax 


withholding. He said he had his "feet set in concrete" on the issue, 
because he wanted taxes "to hurt." In doing so he rejected the 
advice of his own fiscal experts. It is estimated that some $100 
million a year was lost to the state treasury because without 
withholding many people escaped taxes on their California-earned 
income. 


Finally in this year's legislative session the facts and logic 


overcame the governor's stubborn insistence, and he agreed to 
accept withholding, but only as part of a "tax reform" package 
which the Legislature found unacceptable. 


Last spring, with an election coming up, the governor ordered a 


10 per cent reduction in income taxes for all Californians. 
He 


contended that because business was good and because he had "cut 
and squeezed and trimmed" state expenses, the extra money 
wasn't needed and should go back to the taxpayers. That cost the 
state treasury $32.5 million. 


Now, after the election, the governor tells us the state faces a 


deficit of $150 million. And there are signs that it's worse than that. 
The governor blames the rising costs of Medi-Cal and welfare. 
True, they've gone up. But so have other costs, including the cost of 
running the governor's office (up 40 per cent from Pat Brown's 
days) and salaries of legislators. 


Just in the past few days it has been revealed that Dr. Earl W. 


Brian, Jr., Reagan's appointee as state director of health care 
services, had changed his bookeeping system in a way that con- 
cealed the real condition — so the deficits in Medi-Cal are con- 
siderably greater than previously indicated. 


The governor's reaction to the budget crisis has been to order a 


freeze on hiring state employes and on buying new cars, severe 
cuts in money for higher education and medical care. Michael 
Harris, San Francisco Chronicle writer, reports the deficit for this 
year and the needs for next year may require a doubling up on state 
income taxes by adding withholding to the present lump-sum tax 
payments. 


Many of the economies being used now are stopgaps, at best a 


temporary saving and at worst costly in the long run. The people 
not hired won't be there to render services. The cars that are not 
replaced this year will be older and less valuable next year — and 
will require more repairs meanwhile. 
If people are cut off 


Medicare and Medi-Cal there'll be a greater burden on county 
hospitals. 


Altogether, we're about to pay quite a price for that gift of a tax 


rebate last April.

blood from unreliable sources. 


In that col- 


umn, I empha- 
sized the pleas 
of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross 
and other au- 
thorized blood 
banks for gen- 
e r o u s dona- 
tions of blood 
f r o m people 
whose 
health 


is good. 


Now, in the 


AMA journal, two Boston doc- 
tors have reported a method 
by which blood can be frozen, 
then thawed, and finally, by 
mixing the red blood ceils with 
albumin, cleared of the virus 
that causes hepatitis. 


Dr. James Tullis and Dr. 


John Hinman, with their as- 
sociates, are very pleased with 
the results of this method. 
During the past four years, 
no cases of hepatitis have oc- 
curred in patients who have 
received transfusions of blood 
treated by this new technique. 


This is indeed a welcome 


answer to the severity of the 
problem we face. 


While these studie:; p-e V»e- 


ing verified, it is hoped that 
those who are free of any dis- 
ease will continue to give 
generously of their blood for 
emergency situations. 


It 
should be emphasized 


that blood donations do not in 
any way endanger the health 
of the donor. 


Impressive case reports of 


the use of artificial hips now 
appear in scientific literature. 


A technique, originally de- 


signed in Europe, replaced the 
entire hip socket with an arti- 
ficial one. More than. 90% of 
the operations tried in 5,000 
patients were successful. 


At 
the 
Johns 
Hopkins 


School of Medicine, Dr. Robert 
Robinson and his colleagues, 
all orthopedic surgeons, have 
been, using this artificial ball 
and socket in patients suffer- 
ing with severe arthritis of the 
hip, and in other allied condi- 
tions. The ages of the patients 
ranged from 67 to 79 years. 


When the r>'der hip opera- 


tions were performed, it took 
several months before patients 
were ambulatory. The nev/er

Far-Fetched To Blame Hoover 
For Testimony Publication

WASHINGTON — It was far- 


fetched to say the least when 
Congressman William of Ten- 
nessee took the House floor 
recently 
to castigate 
FBI 


Director J. Edgar Hoover for 
testimony he gave before the 
Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 


It was far-fetched, or worse, 


because Anderson blamed Mr. 
Hoover for that testimony fin- 
ding its way onto the front 
pages. The fact is Mr. Hoover 
testified at the specific request 
of 
Congress, 
at 
a 
closed 


meeting, and it was the com- 
mittee — not Mr. Hoover — who 
released the testimony to the 
press. 


Mr. Hoover was seeking more 


money with which to operate the 
FBI, and to back up his request 
he spoke about campus violence, 
new left terrorism and other 
problems with which the FBI is 
charged to deal. 


Passing reference was made 


by the director to the so-called 
"East Coast Conspiracy to Save 
Lives" which Mr. Hoover said 
was "a militant group self- 
described as being composed of 
Catholic priests and nuns, 


teachers, students and former 
students" who have committed 
violent acts against government 
agencies because of opposition 
to the war in Vietnam. 


THE DIRECTOR identified 


the principle leaders of the 
group as Philip and Daniel 
Berrigan, Catholic priests now 
in prison after their conviction 
of breaking into a Selective 
Service Office in Boston and 
destroying draft records. 


It was this latter reference 


that 
drew 
the 
ire 
of 


Congressman Anderson. And a 
careful look at his remarks in 
the Congressional Record leads 
one to wonder if Anderson used 
the occasion as much to attack 
Mr. Hoover as to defend the 
brothers Berrigan. 


Congressman Anderson in- 


dicated that Mr. Hoover's 
testimony was somehow a 
departure from due process of 
law. He said that Mr. Hoover 
resorted to tactics of Mc- 
Carthyism in some way. And in 
truth, 
this very tactic of 


Congressman Anderson has 
become a very convenient way 
to attempt to discredit things 
with which people disagree. 


The congressman went fur- 


ther to state that if Mr. Hoover's 
testimony had any substance, 
then it was up to the director io 
"prosecute" the imprisoned 
brothers — and furthermore — 
that he should see 
(if his 


testimony is true) that security 
is tightened so that no one could 
hatch a plot of terrorism from a 
federal prison. 


BUT SURELY Congressman 


Anderson must know that it is 
not up to the FBI or its director 
to "prosecute," nor to institute 
housekeeping procedures at 
federal prisons. The FBI, is of 
course, a fact-finding agency. 
The measures 
which 
the 


congressman calls for would 
come 
under 
the 
Justice 


Department, presided over by 
Atty. Gen. John Mitchell. 


The congressman scunded 


much like a defense lawyer in 
speaking of the 
imprisoned 


priests: "Even in destroying 
draft files, illegal acts which 
they committed to dramatize 
the death toll of young American 
boys in Vietnam, they were 
meticulously careful to plan 
events so that no physical harm 
could befall clerks. . . " 


It 
sounds 
as 
though 


Congressman Anderson might 


have been saying it is all right to 
violate the law if you take 
adequate precautions to see that 
no one is physically harmed. In 
the hour-long speech, it ap- 
peared 
that 
Congressman 


Anderson was wielding a double- 
edged sword — one to whack 
away at the credibility and 
motives of an 
outstanding 


American, Mr. Hoover, and the 
other to try and cut away the 
guilt of the priests. 


A judge and jury have already 


spoken on the latter case. As for 
Mr. 
Hoover, 
it 
must 
be 


remembered he was summoned 
by a committee of Congress to 
testify, that it is incumbent upon 
him to respond. The subject of 
his testimony was directly 
responsive to the committee's 
injury. 


IT 
MUST 
further 
be 


remembered that Mr. Hoover 
made his remarks in confidence 
behind closed doors before a 
group which had full 
and 


privileged authority to receive 
it. He was not making a public 
statement, nor did he made any 
decision 
to 
release 
the 


testimony. This was done by the 
committee itself.

landing rights, and 
if we 


capriciously deny to the foreign 
models rights to come here, they 
will capriciously deny us rights 
to go there. 


3) The means by which the 


liberal-ecology 
lobby 
is 


proceeding are, to put it mildly, 
at variance with the officially 
approved way of doing business. 
For one thing, there is hysteria. 
Robert Welch never wrote a line 
more apocalyptic than the kind 
of thing that the anti-SST lob- 
byists are bombarding us with. 
Now it is inappropriate for those 
who have always 
counseled 


moderation, and reason, to be 
caught 
using 
the kind of 


argument some of the ecologists 
have been using. And of course 
it is piquant to see the leaders of 


the fight against SST prepared 
to resort to the filibuster, that 
detested 
parlimentary 
in- 


strument, in order to force their 
way in Congress. 


4) Has Ecology became a left- 


wing lobby? 
I wrote several 


years ago, back when Mr. 
Stewart Udall was the Secretary 
of the Interior, that for all that 
we owed him our respect and 
gratitude for his deligence in 
looking after Nature's cause, 
still he sometimes gave the 
impression that he resented any 
habitation whatever being built 
upon the plains of America, lest 
it happened to get in the way of a 
meandering/buffalo. 
So it is 


with some of the ecologists. 


Meanwhile, very big stakes 


are taking a 
second-ranking 


position. 
An example is the 


pipeline projected to bring oil 
down from the great discoveries 
in the Arctic Circle. 
If we 


postpone the exploitation of that 
discovery, we — and 
more 


specifically all of Europe — are 
beholden to the Middle East for 
oil. And the ramifications of 
that dependence on world 
politics are simply impossible to 
detail. 
Ecology is a sainted 


cause, but if we leave it to the 
ecologists, we may end by doing 
what the Church did, putting 
religion into the hand of the 
Inquisitors. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


'Safe' Cars Now Under Construction

WASHINGTON 
— 
The 


challenge of the 1970s, if traffic 
safety experts get their way, 
will be to reduce by half the 
number of Americans killed On 
the highways. Their campaign 
has already 
produced two 


startling results: 


. Three American companies 


are now constructing the world's 
first "safe" cars. They will be 
designed to protect occupants in 
head-on collisions up to 50 mph 
and in roll-over accidents up to 
70 mph. Two of the safety cars 
will be unveiled in January, 
1972. 


Government tests tend to 


prove that occupants of small 
foreign cars have less chance of 
surviving an accident than do 
occupants 
of 
the 
larger 


American models. 


Over 450,000 Americans died 


on our highways during the past 
decade. Experts at the National 
Highway Safety Bureau say 
most of these deaths need not 
have occurred. The technology 
for a "safe" car has existed for 
years. 


Congress put the emphasis on 


safety in 1966 with the passage of 
the National Traffic and Motor 
Vehicle Safety Act. Result: 
government analysts calculate 
that 9,000 lives will be saved in 
1970 alone, purely on the basis of 
improvements in design during 
the past four years. 


When all the safety features 


now being researched are in use, 
experts believe deaths, injuries, 
and financial loss can he 
reduced by 70 per cent. 


Happily for chrome-loving 


Americans, the physical ap- 
pearance of the safety cars 


won't differ radically from the 
sleek styles they are ac- 
customed to. 


One model, being designed by 


Fairchild Hiller, will feature 
front and rear bumpers built to 
absorb the shock of collisions; a 
new braking system; a special 
structure to withstand 
front, 


rear and side impacts; probably 
an adjustable toe board, foot 
controls and steering wheel; 
devices that 
will 
shunt the 


engine aside to prevent it from 
intruding into the passenger 
compartment; and periscopic 
rear vision. 


Another safety car, 
being 


developed by AMF, Inc., will 
have essentially the same 
features, although they may be 
engineered differently. A third 
automobile 
is 
on General 


Motors' drawing boards. 
SMALL CAR RISK 


Unofficially, 
the 
govern- 


ment's goal is to complete the 
testing of the family sedan by 
1973. Then safety officials will 
begin 
writing 
performance 


standards, which will become 
mandatory. 
Once the larger 


safety sedans are on the road, 
the government will concentrate 
its attention on the small, 
predominantly foreign cars. 


The experts say this will be a 


more difficult undertaking. For 
the laws of physics dictate that a 
lighter car will take the most 
punishment in a collision with a 
heavier one. 
Studies also in- 


dicate that small foreign sedans 
are more frequently involved in 
non-collision, roll-over accidents 
than 
are 
their 
American 


counterparts. 


The severity of accidents also 


goes up, according to a New 


York State study, as the weights 
of automobiles goes down. In 
domestic "luxury" cars, only 3.1 
per cent of accidents resulted in 
fatal of serious injury. 
The 


corresponding figure for foreign 
compacts was 9.6 per cent, three 
times higher. 


In the New York tests, the 


English-made Austin-Healey 
produced a greater percentage 
of severe injuries than any other 
automobile studied. 
Trailing 


close behind were the English 
Triumph, French Renault, 
German Volkswagen, and the 
English MG. 


Another study by safety ex- 


pert Dr. B.J. Campbell found "a 
significantly 
higher 
than 


average frequency of serious 
and 
fatal 
injury" 
in 
the 


Volkswagen 
"bus," 
MG, 


Renault, 
and 
Volkswagen 


"beetle." Also included in this 
group were the American-made 
Corvair, Valiant, Chevy II and 
Falcon. 


The goal of reducing the an-' 


nual traffic death rate in half by 
1980 is thought by some experts 
to be hopeless.

State Finances In Big M ess 


(FROM THE REDDING RECORD-SE ARCHLIGHT) 


Gov. Ronald Reagan’s chickens have come home to roost. The 
stale is revealed to be in a financial crisis, and the governor’s own 
policies played a big part in bringing it about. 


For four years the governor fought against income tax 
withholding. He said he had his “feet set in concrete’’ on the issue, 
because he wanted taxes “ to hurt.” In doing so he rejected the 
advice of his own fiscal experts. It is estimated that some $100 
million a year was lost to the state treasury because without 
withholding many people escaped taxes on their California-earned 
income. 


Finally in this year’s legislative session the facts and logic 
overcam e the governor’s stubborn insistence, and he agreed to 
accept withholding, but only as part of a “ tax reform ” package 
which the Legislature found unacceptable. 


Last spring, with an election coming up, the governor ordered a 
10 per cent reduction in income taxes for all Californians. 
He 
contended that because business was good and because he had “cut 
and squeezed and trimmed” state expenses, the extra money 
w asn’t needed and should go back to the taxpayers. That cost the 
state treasury $82.5 million. 


Now. after the election, the governor tells us the state faces a 
deficit of $150 million. And there are signs that it’s w orse than that. 
The governor blames the rising costs of Medi-Cal and welfare. 
True, they’ve gone up. But so have other costs, including the cost of 
running the governor’s office (up 40 per cent from Pat Brown’s 
days) and salaries of legislators. 


Just in the past few days it has been revealed that Dr. Earl W. 
Brian, Jr., R eagan’s appointee as state director of health care 
services, had changed his bookeeping system in a way that con­ 
cealed the real condition — so the deficits in Medi-Cal are con­ 
siderably greater than previously indicated. 


The governor’s reaction to the budget crisis has been to order a 
freeze on hiring state em ployes and on buying new cars, severe 
cuts in money for higher education and medical care. 
Michael 
Harris, San Francisco Chronicle writer, reports the deficit for this 
year and the needs for next year may require a doubling up on state 
income taxes by adding withholding to the present lump-sum tax 
payments.

AMA journal, two Boston doc­ 
tors have reported a method 
by which blood can be frozen, 
then thawed, and finally, by 
mixing the red blood cells with 
albumin, cleared of the virus 
that causes hepatitis. 
Dr. James Tullis and Dr. 
John Hinman, w ith their as­ 
sociates, are very pleased with 
the results of this method. 
During the past four years, 
no cases of hepatitis have oc­ 
curred in patients who have 
received transfusions of blood 
treated by this new technique. 
This is indeed a welcome 
answer to the severity of the 
problem we face. 
While these studies are be­ 
ing verified, it is hoped that 
those who are free of any dis­ 
ease 
will

generously of their blood for 
emergency situations.

For Testimony Publication

fetched to say the least when 
Congressman William of Ten­ 
nessee took the House floor 
recently

FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover for 
testimony he gave before the 
Senate A ppropriations Com ­ 
mittee. 
It was far-fetched, or worse, 
because Anderson blamed Mr. 
Hoover for that testimony fin­ 
ding its way onto the front 
pages. The fact is Mr. Hoover 
testified at the specific request 
of 
C ongress, 
at 
a 
closed 
meeting, and it was the com ­ 
mittee — not Mr. Hoover — who 
released the testimony to the 
press. 
Mr. Hoover was seeking more 
money with which to operate the 
FBI, and to back up his request 
he spoke about campus violence, 
new left terrorism and other 
problems with which the FBI is 
charged to deal. 
Passing reference was made 
by the director to the so-called 
“East Coast Conspiracy to Save 
Lives” which Mr. Hoover said 
was “a 
militant group self­ 
described as being composed of 
C atholic 
p riests and nuns, 


teachers, students and former 
students” who have com m itted 
violent acts against government 
agencies because of opposition 
to the war in Vietnam. 


THE DIRECTOR 
identified 
the principle leaders 
of 
the 
group as 
Philip and 
Daniel 
Berrigan, Catholic priests now 
in prison after their conviction 
of breaking into a Selective 
Service Office in Boston and 
destroying draft records. 
It was this latter reference 
that 
drew 
the 
ire 
of 
Congressman Anderson. And a 
careful look at his remarks in 
the Congressional Record leads 
one to wonder if Anderson used 
the occasion as much to attack 
Mr. Hoover as to defend the 
brothers Berrigan. 
C ongressm an A nderson in­ 
dicated 
that 
Mr. 
H oover’s 
testim ony 
w as 
som ehow 
a 
departure from due process of 
law. He said that Mr. Hoover 
resorted to ta ctics of Mc- 
Carthyism in som e way. And in 
truth, 
this 
very 
ta ctic 
of 
C ongressm an A nderson has 
becom e a very convenient way 
to attempt to discredit things 
with which people disagree. 
The congressm an went fur­ 


ther to state that if Mr. Hoover’s 
testimony had any substance, 
then it was up to the director to 
“ p rosecu te” the im prisoned 
brothers — and furthermore — 
that 
he 
should 
see 
(if 
his 
testimony is true) that security 
is tightened so that no one could 
hatch a plot of terrorism from a 
federal prison. 


BUT SURELY Congressman 
Anderson must know that it is 
not up to the FBI or its director 
to “prosecute,” nor to institute 
housekeeping procedures at 
federal prisons. The FBI, is of 
course, a fact-finding agency. 
The 
m easu res 
w hich 
the 
congressman calls for would 
com e 
under 
the 
Ju stice 
Department, presides over by 
Atty. Gen. John Mitchell. 
The con gressm an sounded 
much like a defense lawyer in 
speaking of the im prisoned 
priests: 
“Even in destroying 
draft files, illegal acts which 
they committed to dramatize 
the death toll of young American 
boys in Vietnam, they were 
meticulously 
careful 
to plan 
events so that no physical harm 
could befall clerks. . . ” 
It 
sounds 
as 
though 
Congressman Anderson might 


have been saying it is all right to 
violate the law 
if you take 
adequate precautions to see that 
no one is physically harmed. In 
the hour-long speech, it ap­ 
peared 
that 
C ongressm an 
Anderson was wielding a double- 
edged sword — one to whack 
away at the credibility and 
m otives 
of 
an 
outstanding 
American, Mr. Hoover, and the 
other to try and cut away the 
guilt of the priests. 


A judge and jury have already 
spoken on the latter case. As for 
Mr. 
H oover, 
it 
m ust 
be 
remembered he was summoned 
by a com m ittee of Congress to 
testify, that it is incumbent upon 
him to respond. The subject of 
his testim ony w as d irectly 
responsive to the com m ittee’s 
injury. 


IT 
MUST

remembered that Mr. Hoover 
made his remarks in confidence 
behind closed doors before a 
group which 
had full 
and 
privileged authority to receive 
it. He was not making a public 
statement, nor did he made any 
d ecision 
to

testimony. This was done by the 
com m ittee itself.

‘Safe’ Cars Now Under Construction

challenge of the 1970s, if traffic 
safety experts get their way, 
will be to reduce by half the 
number of Americans killed on 
the highways. Their campaign 
has 
alread y 
produced 
two 
startling results: 
. Three American companies 
are now constructing the world’s 
first “safe” cars. They will be 
designed to protect occupants in 
head-on collisions up to 50 mph 
and in roll-over accidents up to 
70 mph. Two of the safety cars 
will be unveiled in January, 
1972. 
. 
Government tests tend to 
prove that occupants of sm all 
foreign cars have less chance of 
surviving an accident than do 
occupants 
of 
the 
larger 
American models. 
Over 450,000 Americans died 
on our highways during the past 
decade. Experts at the National 
Highway 
Safety 
Bureau 
say 
most of these deaths need not 
have occurred. The technology 
for a “ safe” car has existed for 
years. 
Congress put the emphasis on 
safety in 1966 with the passage of 
the National Traffic and Motor 
Vehicle Safety Act. 
Result: 
government analysts calculate 
that 9,000 lives will be saved in 
1970 alone, purely on the basis of 
improvements in design during 
the past four years. 
When all the safety features 
now being researched are in use, 
experts believe deaths, injuries, 
and 
fin an cial 
loss 
can 
be 
reduced by 70 per cent. 
H appily for chrom e-loving 
Americans, 
the physical

won’t differ radically from the

SMALL CAR RISK 
U n officially, 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s goal is to complete the 
testing of the family sedan by 
1973. Then safety officials will 
begin 
w riting 
perform ance 
standards, which will become 
mandatory. 
Once the larger 
safety sedans are on the road, 
the government will concentrate 
its attention on the sm all, 
predominantly foreign cars. 
The experts say this will be a 
more difficult undertaking. For 
the laws of physics dictate that a 
lighter car will take the most 
punishment in a collision with a 
heavier one. 
Studies also in­ 
dicate that small foreign sedans 
are more frequently involved in 
non-collision, roll-over accidents 
than 
are 
their 
A m erican 
counterparts. 
The severity of accidents also 
goes up, according to a New 


York State study, as the weights 
of automobiles goes down. 
In 
domestic “luxury” cars, only 3.1 
per cent of accidents resulted in 
fatal of serious injury. 
The 
corresponding figure for foreign 
com pacts was 9.6 per cent, three 
tim es higher. 
In the New York tests, the 
E n glish -m ad e A ustin-H ealey 
produced a greater percentage 
of severe injuries than any other 
automobile studied.

close behind were the English

R enault, 
German Volkswagen, and the 
English MG.

Modern man, schooled, skilled 


and purportedly "come to age" 
to manage his own destiny, often 
has doubts about God. 


To an extent, this has always 


been so. 
"Truly," said the 


prophet Isaiah, "Thou art a God 
who hidest thyself." 


But today, in the enveloping 


sweep of technocracy and 
surging physical sciences that 
enormously magnify the mind 
and powers of man himself, the 
veil around man hangs heavier. 


It's harder to notice much 


else, now that "moon dust" 
turns out to be only dust and 
chemicals replace prayer to 
increase crops and cure illness. 
Is there still room or reason left 
for God? 


That, as many thinkers see it, 


has become the underlying 
religious challenge of the age. 
"The reality of God has now 
become the central theological 
problem," 
says 
Methodist 


theologian Shubert M. Ogen. 


In the Christmas season, 


marking an event regarded by 
Christians as God's fullest 
manifestation among men, the 
issue persists behind the bright 
tinsel and festivities. 


"Consciously and uncon- 


sciously, openly and under 
camouflage, mankind today is 
moved by the question of God as 
never before," says Roman 
Catholic scholar William H. Van 
de Pol. 


It is as if the divine had been 


"crowded 
out" of everyday 


experience, he says, by man's 
overwhelming technical ac- 
complishments in deducing, 
defining and dealing with 
reality, subtly discounting any 
of its other aspects. 


In such an atmosphere, ab- 


sorbed in precision systems, 
data 
analysis 
and 
the 


achievements of human intellect 
in mastering nature's secrets, 
men almost automatically tend 
to make their estimate of God in 
those terms. 


By 
that 
predominating 


standard, is there any evidence 
of God? 


It is available in abundance. 


And its "factual and intellectual 
basis is just as broad and advert 
as the factual and intellectual 
basis" of scientific concepts, 
says noted nuclear physicist and 
episcopal priest William G. 
Pollard. 


Some of it also is highly ab- 


struse, as foggy to the ordinary 
believer as Einstein's relativity 
equations, which also are based 
on reasoned probabilities and 
faith, as is all scientific ad- 
vance. 


Nevertheless, a vast and 


varied store of logic has ac- 
cumulated behind the thesis of 
God. 


Although seeking to ascertain 


the divine through human 
knowledge has been shunned by 
many religious scholars in 
recent times, on the ground that 
it 
tends 
to 
reduce 
God 


erroneously to man's own 
capabilitites, others lately have 
insisted that the approach, while 
only partial, is essential in the 


modern climate of life. 


However bad "some arid 


intellectalism" has been in 
pursuing religious truth, "anti- 
intellectualism is worse, since it 
provides no antidote to either 
superstition or wish-thinking," 
says Quaker philospher Elton 
Trueblood. 


Scores of so-called "proofs" — 


a relative term in any field — 
have been advanced. 


Most of the commonly known 


arguments find their evidence in 
four categories, namely: on- 
tological — based on modes of 
being, cosmological — based on 
the cosmos, moral — concerning 
ethical 
sensibility 
and 


teleological — dealing with 
purpose. 


Here is a tightly capsuled 


sketch of the simpler lines of 
reasoning: 


ONTOLOGICAL: 
Unlike 


other life, man alone realizes the 
limits of his being, and by the 
very tact that he does so, 
transcends it in awareness of 
potential infinity, which is thus 
in him yet also beyond him. 


This is an immediately ex- 


perienced, existential pointer to 
God. 


It leaves man with a latent, 


yet always present anxiety 
about his end of bsing, not just 
about dying, but about having to 
die, to be no more. He can know 
of this threatend "nonbeing" 
only by looking at it from a 
perspective surpassing it, from 
a viewpoint of possible infinity. 


Because of the uneasy conflict 


between man's limited "being" 
and the demand within him for 
unlimited 
"being," he is 


estranged 
from 
his 
own 


situation, 
belonging 
in 


elemental awareness to an in- 
finite "ground of being" — God. 


The late great theologian Paul 


Tillich notes that if man's 
biological actuality matched his 
conscious awareness, he would 
never even ask about God, nor 
wouicl he be able to receive 
divine revelation. But as it is, 
his awareness transcends his 
present status. 


COSMOLOGICAL: 
Based 


strictly on reasoning, 
the 


validity of these deducations has 
rarely been challenged, but they 
have been disregarded by many 
lately because they seem to 
portray God as chiefly in the 
remote past, in a mechanistic 
way, 
rather than as con- 


tinuously involved in life. 


Voluminously 
elaborated 


through the centuries, they were 
most notably systematized by 
the 13th century thinker Thomas 
Aquinas in his famous "five 
ways" of demonstrating God's 
existence. He himself conceded 
they 
don't 
show 
divine 


character, only the fact of God's 
existence. Briefly, they are: 


— Since everything con- 


ceivable 
was 
caused 
by 


something else before it, if this 
chain of cause and effect could 
be traced back to it s beginning, 
there must have been a first 
"uncaused cause" — God. 


— Similarly, since every 


movement or change requires a 
prior movement to produce it, 
there must have been an origin 
to the process, the first "prime 
mover" — God. 


—The 
intricate, 
orderly 


design of the universe, with its 
amazing interacting balance of 
forces, 
rhythms 
and 


regularities, from atom to star, 
indicate some infinitely in- 
telligent planner — God. 
All 


sciences are utterly dependent 
on this study pattern, drawing 
everything they know from it. 


— The partial degrees of 


natural perfection suggest there 
must be Perfection; the good 
suggest there must be the best — 
God. 


—Since all things in nature 


conceivably could either be or 
not be, as is the case in their 
springing up and dying away, 
this contingent quality could not 
apply to everything, because it 
would mean everything once 
may may have been nothing. 
This could not be true, however, 
since things do exist and 
something is necessary to bring 
anything out of nothing, thus 
making necessary something 
that always has being — God.

The latest battle for El Palo 


Alto's survival started last week 


when retired forester 
and 


professor Woodbridge Metcalf 
of Berkeley warned that the tree 
would be doomed by 
the 


proposed route of the $45 million 
Willow Expressway. 


Metcalf, 
who said its root 


system 
would 
be 
fatally 


damaged if the 
Highway 


Department went ahead with 


plans to build the expressway 
within 50 feet of El Palo Alto. 


He said the route had to be 


moved to a point 100 feet from its 
southern side to survive. Over 
the years, he explained, the tree 
has lost major parts of its root 
system to neighboring San 
Francisquito 
Creek 
and 


Southern Pacific railroad tracks.
